The inventory, which eov- 
ers both the papers given to 
the archives and those re- 


clipped newspapers; 229 
boxes of invitations to Mr. 
Nixon to attend social events 
or to give speeches, along 
With carbons of his replies, 
and thousands of items of 
correspondence,
